In New York, Missouri, California, Wisconsin and 
Illinois, according to a recent survey, the trend of 
popular opinion is In the same direction.

TWO FORCES IN GERMANY 
It may be assumed that reoccupation of the de­ 
militarized 
Rhineland 
was Inevitable. 
Yet, unless 
France had made a treaty with Russia for mutual aid 
in case of attack by Germany, Chancellor Hitler would 
have lacked an excuse to take the momentous step. 
The chain of circumstances, of course, has many 
more links in it tlian that. France would not iiave 
made an alliance with Russia if Germany had not 
broken the Treaty of Versailles. Oermany, on the 
other liand, would not have broken the Treaty of 
Versailles if the treaty had not imposed restrictions 
which Germany could not endure. Those restrictions 
would not have b^-n imposed if France had not be­ 
lieved it necessary to take drastic steps to insure itself 
against an ancient eneiny. 
Chancellor Hitler's repeated overture* of friend­ 
ship for France In the current crisis are, therefore, 
significant. 
It is apparent in all the chancellor's 
speeches that he does not regard France as an inevi­ 
table enemy, but rather as a potential friend. There 
is evidently some more potent force at work than the 
traditional enmity between Qennany and France. 
Probably there are two forces. 
Russia Is one Russia which Chanoellor Hitler re­ 
viles at every opportunity—Russia which is the focus 
of Oerman Ivatred and the imagined threat to Ger­ 
man security. It Ls war between Russia and Germany 
which 1* to be feared more than war between Ger­ 
many and Frunce Obviously, from the Oerman view­ 
point no more offensive alliance could have been 
made than that of Russia and France. 
The second force is Germany's Internal economic 
condition 
The Nazi dictatorship Is staking its exist­ 
ence on manipulation of a shaky credit structure. It 
is under terrific pressure to maintain national morale 
The more its attention can be distracted by foreign 
affairs the less time tt will have to brood on Its do­ 
mestic affairs.

LEETONIA, March 14.—From the reading of 
the first mass in the private home of M artin 
Gamon 
of 
Franklin 
Square 
by 
Rev. 
Father 
George Peters on Dec. 16, 1861, until the present 
day, the Catholic faith has continued to grow in 
this vicinity. 
The St. Patrick’s Catholic church here was 
an outgrowth of that first mission conducted by 
Rev. F’ather Peters. It was in December of 1864. 
after F’ather Ignatius Ludwig had been supplying 
the mission here, that the services were discon­ 
tinued at FYanklin Square and opened at Lee­ 
tonia. 
At this progress of the Catholic faith here, 
an occasional mass was said by Father Martries 
in the old Leetonia school house, which has long 
since been changed into a residence. 
L ater Father Francis Welch, a professor in 
St. Louis college at Louisville, O., conducted simi­ 
lar services, after which F ather Michael Mul- 
cahey of St. Louis said mass on two Sundays of 
each m onth at the public school building. 
F ather E. W. J. Lindesmith took charge of 
the sendee Oct. 1, 1868. Hi' moved from St. John’s 
church in Canton to St. Joseph s church in Alli­ 
ance and ministered also in the following mis­ 
sions, which were included in his pastorate: Lee­ 
tonia, Salem, Homeworth, Limavllle and Atwater. 
On Oct. 9, 1868, Father Lindesmith said mass 
in Leetonia at the home of Jam es Ready, blit OH 
Oct. 11 of the same year services were again re­ 
sumed a t the Leetonia school house. In May of 
1872, F’ather Lindesmith moved to Leetonia and 
kept only Salem as an additional charge. 
Leetonia, 
a smaU 
and 
hospitable 
village, 
welcomed Father Lindesmith and it was largely 
due to his strenuous efforts and faithful service 
that there was a great uplift in the church of his 
faith and tha t it won a perm anent abiding place 
in this locality. 
A parish was established here May 
24, 1872, 
and was named St. Barbara after a mining town 
of the same name and the patroness Saint of 
miners. Thus Leetonia mission, founded in 1868. 
developed into a parish. 
F ather Lindesmith, in his genial, kind-hearted 
way, said of the Leetonia people: “At my first 
arrival a t Leetonia I was treated with all respect 
and love.” 
After ministering in the mission charge hen1 
from 1868 until 1872 and In the pastorate from 
1872 until 1880, F’ather Lindesmith was removed 
to Fort Keogh, Montana territory, the headquar­ 
ters of Nelson and Miles, who were leading a war 
against the Sioux Indians. 
During 
Father 
Lindesmith’« 
ministry 
and 
through the efficient, progressive methods he em ­ 
ployed, the present church property was acquired. 
The first purchase was a lot on Main St., bought 
from the Cherry Valley Coal Co., for a consider- 


ation of $50. For the second lot added to the 
church property, $150 was paid. The third addi­ 
tion was a lot for which $400 was paid, and the 
fourth acquisition was a lot with a house upon 
It, bought for $1.800. The fifth lot addition con­ 
tained a one-room house and was purchased for 
$2,000. The sixth lot purchased also cost $2,000 
A small frame church was constructed on the 
newly-acquired property and the Mt 
Calvary 
cemetery' on the Leetonia-Franklin Square rd., 
was purchased. 
Succeeding 
Father 
Lindesmith 
as 
minister 
here came Father Fitzgerald Hi July of I860. 
Father Fitzgerald was taken 111 March 5, 1882, 
and died in the hospital a short time later. 
Rev. John Desmond filled the vacancy created 
by Father Fitzgerald’s death and following him, 
in order named, came: Right Rev. Jam es O ’Lary, 
Right Ftev. Clemont Trieber and Rev. John Mc- 
Glone. 
During the time Father Desmond served the 
parish, the present spacious church home was 
built. 
Dedicatory services opened 
the 
church 
shortly after Its completion, and with the layHig 
of the cornerstone of the present structure the 
name St. Barbara that was given to the first 
white frame building, ceased to exist and a new 
name, St. Patrick’s, bestowed. 
Rev. E. J. Murphy occupied the pastorate from 
October of 1884 until October of 19 04, when he 
was taken by death. 
In January of 1905, Rev. Father D. B. Kirby 
became pastor and remained until March of 1923. 
Under his leadership a fine large parsonage was 
built, adjoining the church. His genial kindness 
and sympathetic attributes endeared him to all 
of his parishioners and when he was sent to 
Louisville a petition was formulated and signed 
by more than 700 persons In opposition to his 
leaving Ht. Patrick’s church, but without effect. 
In September of 1923 the church celebrated 
its 50th anniversary, with a host of prominent 
officials of the Catholic church in attendance. 
Of considerable note a t the time of the anni­ 
versary observance was the fact that three Lee­ 
tonia men who achieved fame in the Catholic 
church took part in the activities. 
The late Rev. Father John Cavanaugh, who 
served as president of Notre Dame college, was 
one of these men, while the others were Rev. 
Father James Ready and Rev. Father Anthony 
Dean. 
The latter is now Rt. Rev. Monslgnor Dean, 
pastor of the Queen of tlie Holy Rosary cathedral 
In Toledo. He is a brother of P. J. Dean of Salem. 
Since the church anniversary celebration the 
following pa.,tors have served the parish: Father 
Richard Gibbons, Father John Ruffing, F’ather 
Francis La very and F’ather T. T. M archant, who
